Emphatic Declaration From Re-
publican Convention Widely
Commented Upon.

THE TICKET A STRONG ONE.

Stalwarts Were in Absolute Control and
Insurgents Made But a Feeble
Showing.

(Special Correspondence))

Harrlsburg, Aug. 28 —Stalwart Re-
publicans have good reason to be de-
lgted with the outcome of the state
convention. which was held here on
Thursday Iast. It was a most en-
thusinstic and patriotic body. The
references to the McKinley administra-
tion and to the work of the gallant sol-
diers in the Spanish-American war and
the Insurrection in the Philippines
weare recelved with spirited demonstra-
tlons. The ticket nominated and the
platform adopted will be received by
the people everywhere with approval,
us has beert evidenced in the reports
already made by the men actively as-
socinted with the party organization.
The selection of Lientenant Colonel
James K, Barnett, of the famous Fight-
ing Tenth regiment, for the office of
state treasurer, J. Hay Brown, of Lan-
censtor, for supreme court justice and
Josiah R. Adams, of Philadelphia, for
fustice of the superior court will un-
doubitedly meet with general com-
mendation.

While the nomination of these can-
didates had been foreshadowed, the
mich advertised fight that was to be
made over the platform developed an
nlmost farcical showing from the Flinn-
Murtin combine that have been waging
a bitter personal warfare upon Colonel
M. 5 Quay, and to further their ends
have been maligning and misrepre-
senting every one identified with the
lendership of the regular Republican
organizntion from the governor of the
commonwealth (lil\\'ﬂ,

In n state convention composed of
243 delegates, the insurgents. with
Flinn, of Allegheny, as thelr spokes-
man and leader, could muster but 49
delegates to vote against the platform,
which wax adopted. There were 1852
who voted in lts faver, with two ab-
sentees,  This platform, among other
things, declares for the re-election of
Pregident MeKinley in the most em-
phatic terms, after cordially com-
mending him, and heartily indorses the
administration of Governor Stone, and
espocinlly npproves his action in the
appointment of Colonel Quay to fill
the vacancy In the United States sen-
ate. Flinn was vigorously hissed when
he rose to object to the adoption of
this platform, but United States Sen-
ator Penrose, who was presiding,
promptly ealled for order and insisted
that he be given a full opportunity to
spealtc. Flinn's demnml for a yea and
nay vote on the adoption of this report
of the committee on resolutions was
quickly seconded by Genernl H, H,
Bingham, who, without deigning to en-
fer Into any argument, smillngly em-
braced this opportunity to place on
record the weakness of the opposition.
Of the 49 votes polled 17 were from
Flinn's Pittsburg machine, 12 ropre-
sonted the remains of the Martin dy-
nasty In Philadelphia, 2 comprised the
Hastings following in Center and 2
were dellvered by Hastings' Attorney
Genernl MeCormick from Lycoming, a
total of 34, leaving but 15 votes as the
entire strength of “this movement™” in
the balancee of the entire state.

The slpnal for the first outburst of
applause was the entrance of Senator
Penrose,  As the tall and commanding
figure of the distinguished young Phil-
adelphlian moved toward the platform
he was given n cordial reception, Soon
there was loud cheering from the rear
of the hall, and nearly every man In
the inilding arose from his seat to note
the canse of the commotion. Matthew
Stapley Quay, smiling and nodding in
recopnition to his friends, and fanning
himeslf with o straw hat, as he walked
toward his seat, had reason to be
prond of the ovation that greeted him
from every quarter of the hall,

Senator Penrese’'s speech whs lis-
tened to with great attention. His bold
anid nngualified declaration for Me-
Kinley's resaloction led off the cheering
for the president, and o compliment to
himeell was the generous applause
given him when he finlshed his speech,

When wominations for state treas-
urer were ealled for Delegnte Browns
lee of Waghington county, in which
Colonel Barnett lives, snid the county
had selected Richinrd B, Scandrett, of
Allegheny, the colonel’s former law
partner, to nume her favorite son, Mr,
Beandrett sald he named Colonel Bare
nett for Allegheny, for Washington,
for western Pennsylvania, for the peo-
ple of the entire state. for the patriots
who honor the Tenth regiment which
hos hell encgireled the globe In its
country's catse and whose brilliant
exploits have attracted the attention of
the civilized world

For supreme court justice J, Hay
Brown received 208 votes, Judge Arch-
bald 25, Geaeral Palmer 9, and Brown’s
nomination ¢ mwotion of Mr, Fleits
was made unanimous,

The vote on the superior court judge-
ship was 191 for Adums and 47 votes
for Bevher,

When Ji cnme to vote on the nomi-
natlon for state treasurer, there being
nn other cnndidate, Beneral Bingham,

EEIED BY FORMER FOLNERS

Throughout the State, as in the Quaker
City, Regulars Voted in the State Conven-
tion Where Insurgents Once Held Forth.

Philadelphin, Aug. 209.—~The passing
of David Mattin as a power in the pol-
Ithes of the Cuaker Cliy was one of
the mosl cousnienous {aatures of the
state convention of the Republican
party of Peansyivania, held at Harris-
burg last week, After a supreme ef-
fort he succeeded in getting 12 votes
from this eity against the adoption of
the platform which commended Gov-
ernor Stone Pr his appointment of
Colontel Quoy o the vacancy in the
United States senate, and when he
tried to line the de'ecates np ngainst
Josiah R. Adams, candidate for the sn-
perior bench and in favor of Hastings'
appointes, Dimner Beeber, all he could
muster were nine votes. When it is
recalled that Martin at one time had
practically the solid Jdelesation of 64
at hig back, this i2 a lamentable show-
ing.

The action of the Philadelphia eau-
cus 1n indorsine Josiah H. Adams for
the superior court was in accord with
the sentiment of the party in this city.
But David Martin, wishing to show his
gratitude for his appointment by Hast-
Ings to the gecretaryvslip of state, wns
determined to get as many voles as
possible from Philadelphia for Beeber.
He Is probabily ashamed at the showing
he made, He found that while he was
regarding his own wighes and inelina-
tions, the ward leaders who had fol-
lowed him when he boasted of his stal-
wart Republieanism were not going to
eut thelr own throais in plunging with
him into the abyss of the political
balter. They are all practical men,

No ward leader in Philaoelphia can
